Light and Telescopes. 
Light, sou nd and wireless telegraphy 
spread ou t and become weaker as they 
trav el. 
An electric message sent on a 
wire does not weaken nearly so mu ch. 
This ex plains the great difficu lty at 
first ex perienced in getting wireless 
messages across the Atlantic, althou gh 
it was qu ite easy to get the message 
across by wire 
On the other hand, light can be made 
to trav el withou t spreading ou t. and 
searchlights keep the light trav eling 
almost as if it were on a wire, so that 
it does not spread ou t and get weaker. 
The object 
ot the great telescopes 
which hav e been inv ented is to collect 
the light from the stars which is weak­ 
ened by its long Jou rney . 
One of the 
greatest of the telescopes u sed for as 
tronomica! pu rposes is the 
v ertical 
telescopic tower, 150 feet high, as well 
as eighty feet into the grou nd and bu ilt 
by Professor Hale, on Mou nt Welson, 
Cal., the actu al telescope u sed being 
eight feet in diameter.

Growing of Field Pea of Special 


Interest to Farmer. 


Climatic Requirements of Plant Limit 
Its Successful Production as Sum ­ 
mer Crop to Northern States 
and Canada. 


HANDY LATCH FOR COW GATE 


Will Not Open of Itself, But It Can 
Easily Be Operated by Foot 
From Either Side. 


The profits from the hog crop form 
a v ery im portant item of the total 
profits 
from 
many 
farms. 
These 
profits depend in large m easu re u pon 
the care of the hogs. 
And good care 
of the hogs calls for an u p-to-date and 
sanitary hoghou se. 
Below are shown the plans for a 
hoghou se taken from a plan book of 
a well-known mail-order hou se dealing

T he field pea is an annu al plant 
with slender stem s two to fou r feet 
high, which stands erect only where 
there are other plants to which they 
can cling. 
The plants seldom hav e 


I hav e inv ented a handy latch for 
the cow lot gate.

known, than plenty of bright su nlight. 
Plenty of su nshine 
is 
better 
and 
cheaper than bu y ing medicine for the 
hogs. 
Fresh air is also an essential fea­ 
tu re of any well-constru cted hoghou se. 
Ev ery farm er knows how soon the air 
in the ordinary pig shed becomes fou l 
when filled with hogs. 
Hence to in­ 
su re healthy hogs some prov ision for 
v entilation m u st be made. 
This is 
prov ided for in the plans shown by 
the fou r v entilators, two on each side, 
in addition to the v entilation secu red 
from the side windows 
and 
doors. 
These v entilators are especially v alu ­ 
able du ring the cold w eather in the 
w inter when the doors and windows 
are closed for protection from the 
cold. 
The ou tside dimensions of this hou se 
are 22 by 26 feet. 
It contains ten sep­ 
arate pens each 6 feet 7 inches by 7 
feet 9 inches in the clear, with an 
alley 4 feet 9 inches wide ru nning the 
fu ll length of the bu ilding between 
the two rows of pen3 . 
There is an 
door at each end 
of the alley . 
T h ta u u oor m e ns ou t­ 
ward into the alley from each pen, so 
that the hogs may be separated and 
shipped from one pen to another with 
conv enience inside the bu ilding. 
Each pen is also su pplied with an 
ou tside door so that separate ru ns or 
y ards may be bu ilt on the ou tside for 
each. 
In decent w eather this door 
cou ld be left open x o that the pigs 
cou ld hav e the u se of the ou tside ru n 
and inside shelter at will. 
Su ch a hou se is especially adapted 
for brood sows du ring the farrowing 
season. 
Each sow and litter can be 
prov ided with a separate pen and ou t-

more than three stalks and v ery often 
only one or two. 
The herbage is pale 
green with a whitish bloom on the 
su rface. 
Each leaf bears u su ally two 
or three pairs of leaflets and is te r­ 
m inated by a slender, branched ten­ 
dril. The hanging pods are abou t three 
inches long, each containing fiv e to 
nine nearly rou nd seeds. 
The garden pea is cu ltiv ated pri­ 
m arily as a green v egetable, or as a 
grain crop for huma n food; the field 
pea is grown for ha y or for grain to 
feed 
to 
animals. 
A cool growing season is essential 
for the field pea. 
High tem peratu res 
are mu ch more inju riou s than frosts, 
which are disastrou s to the crop only 
when they occu r ju st at the period 
when the pods are setting. 
These cli­ 
matic requ irements of the field pea 
limit its su ccessfu l produ ction as a 
su m m er crop to the northern states 
and Canada and to high altitu des in 
the mou ntains of ou r western states. 
It may , howev er, be grown with profit 
as a winter crop in the sou thern states. 
Its m oistu re requ irem ents are less im­ 
portant than those of tem peratu re, bu t 
other things being equ al, It does best 
wlnere the rainfall is fairly abu ndant. 
A 15-inch rainfall In w estern Canada 
is su fficient to produ ce a good crop, 
while 20 inches of rain in Kansas, Ne­ 
braska or Colorado is inadequ ate. 
It is a common practice in some 
localities to harv est the crop by pas­ 
tu ring with hogs or sheep. 
This is 
side ru n. u ntil the pigs are old enou gh , done more largely in Colorado than in 
to be together in a large lot.

div idu al p'ens are also u sefu l for w ean­ 
ing pu rposes. 
The pigs can be shu t 
in this pen and giv en special care 
du ring the weaning period. 
Altogether this hou se has many ad­ 
v antages which recommend it to the 
av erage farmer. 
If the hou se is too 
large or too small for the pu rpose of 
any indiv idu al reader he cou ld follow 
the same plan of constru ction and fit 
the size to his indiv idu al needs. 
The 
plans cou ld also be made to inclu de a 
feed bin and a place for storing bed­ 
ding if these are desired.

When intended for pastu re, 
the field pea is sown alone or with bu t 
little grain, as it is not necessary in 
su ch cases that it be su pported by 
some more erect-growing crop. 
Ani­ 
mals pastu ring on field peas shou ld be 
confined to one portion of the field by 
m eans of mov able fences, or else a 
herder shou ld be employ ed for this 
pu rpose. If sheep or hogs are allowed 
to roam abou t ov er the entire field, 
they waste a great deal of the crop by 
wandering arou nd aimlessly as soon as 
their hu nger has been satisfied.

In from 7 0 to 9 0 day s, and a good 
crop will u su ally fatten from 10 to 15 
lambs per arre, each animal gaining 
abou t eight pou nds a month.

The affe^ed ]eav £ g g r j ^ a jlv t u r n y el­ 
lo w, finally blacken and fall to the 
gro und. 
In so me cases the trees may 
be nearly defo liated, thus making it 
necessary to dev elo p an entire seco nd 
cro p o f leav es.

CARE FOR THE BLACKBERRY

Black ro t o f grapes is by no means 
a new tro uble, as it is v ery general in 
all o f the sectio ns where the grape is 
gro wn. 
Black ro t first sho ws itself 
upo n the berries and leav es. 
Usually 
the berries are mo st serio usly affected 
and the disease m anifests itself upo n 
the latter by small, clear-cut, bro wn 
spo ts. 
These spo ts gradually enlarge 
until ail o f the berries o n the stem 
are affected. 
It is a no ticeable fact 
that the diseased berries do no t shed, 
but co ntinue to cling to the v ine lo ng 
after the grape seaso n is past. 
It is 
needless to say that this serv es as a 
m eans whereby the disease is carried 
o v er fro m o ne seaso n to ano ther. 
Spray ing with bo rdeaux mix ture is 
perhaps 
o ne 
o f 
the 
mo st 
reliable 
m eans o f co ntro l. 
Where the tro uble 
is kno wn to ex ist the v ines sho uld be 
tho ro ughly spray ed in the spring, just 
as the buds are swelling.

tim es during the summer. 
The num­

THINNING THE APPLE TREES 


Much 
of 
Alternate 
Bearing 
of 
Or­ 
chards Is Due to Overbearing— 
Plan for Improvement. 


One alway s feels so rry fo r the o v er­ 
lo aded apple tree. 
With its branches 
breaking o r bending to the gro und 
under the weight o f the surplus fruit 
it reminds y o u o f a man try ing to 
carry a lo ad that is to o heav y f o r ; 
his strength and stature. 
There is a 
strain upo n the fo rces o f the tree that 
will injure its future usefulness. 
Un- > 
do ubtedly much o f the alternate bear­ 
ing o f o rchards is due to o v erbearing 1 
o ne y ear, requiring the nex t y ear fo r 
j 
the trees to recuperate. 
By pulling o ff a po rtio n o f the fruit 
early in the seaso n that remaining j 
has a better o ppo rtunity o f attaining j 
go o d size, co lo r and quality , the three 
j 
characteristics 
demanded 
by 
the I 
market. 
Obv io usly it is better to pro - | 
duce a few bushels o f high-class ap­ 
ples that bring the highest price than 
to pro duce do uble o r three times taut 
amo unt o f fruit that is small and in­ 
ferio r and that canno t be so ld ex cept 
fo r cider making. 
The time to thin apples is after what 
is kno wn as the “ June dro p,’’ when 
the fruit injured by disease and in­ 
sects has fallen o ff. 
Then o ne can 
determine abo ut 
ho w' many apples 
sho uld be left o n the tree to muiure. 


RICH SOIL FOR RASPBERRIES 


Northern Slope 
Is Generally 
Better 
Than Southerly One— Keep Land 
Well Cultivated. 


Raspberries do well o n any rich 
so il, but the suckering classes, wiiich 
include chiefly the red v arieties, pro ­ 
duce rather better in less heav y lo am, 
while the black-cap v arieties do best 
in a sandy lo am. 
A no rthern slo pe is 
generally better than a so utherly o ne, 
as it is less liable to injury fro m 
dro ught. 
All v arieties need high cultiv atio n. 
Hav e the land well manured and tho r­ 
o ughly plo wed and bro ught Into the 
best co nditio n po ssible. 
The best fer­ 
tilizer is well-ro tted manure. 
Set in 
ro ws sev en feet apart and at three- 
fo o t interv als in the ro ws. 
Put two 
plants at a place. 
The distance be­ 
tween the ro ws may be lessened to 
fo ur feet If mo re space Is no t av ail­ 
able. 
Set in the gro und abo ut the 
depth in the so il as the plants natu­ 
rally grew'. 
Firm the so il well aro und 
the ro o ts. 
No t mo re than two sho o ts sho uld be 
allo wed 
to 
gro w 
fro m 
large 
ro o t 
each y ear, and these sho uld be pruned 
o ff when 18 inches high to enco ur­ 
age the gro wth o f lateral branches, 
because the raspberries fruit mo re 
heav ily o n the laterals than o n the 
main cane. 
Keep the so il well culti­ 
v ated. 


In respo nse to a query as to what 
w as best to do fo r y o ung pear and ap­ 
ple trees damaged by rabbits gnawing 
the bark, Rural N ew Yo rker makes 
the fo llo wing reply : 
W here the trees hav e been eaten j 
entirely aro und, so that the trunk is ; 
co m pletely girdled, no thing can be 
do ne ex cept to bridge graft the tree. 
This means using scjo ns o f small j 
limbs to co nnect tho bark belo w' the 
1 wo und with that abo v e it. 
Thus the 
injured area is braced by a number j 
; o f scio ns, o ne end in the uninjured I 
j part abo v e and the o ther belo w the 
wo und. 
This makes a co nnectio n be­ 
tw een the liv e tissues. 
The sap Is ! 
carried up thro ugh these scio ns.

tim e they unite like any o ther graft, ; 
and if pro perly cared fo r after so me

The spo res o f this fungus liv e under 
the ro ugh bark and In the crev ices o f 
the twigs during (he summer and win­ 
ter mo nths, germinating early in the 
spring and attacking the y o ung leav es 
as so o n as the leaf buds begin to ex ­ 
pand. 
Co ld, wet weather during tho 
mo nths o f April and May fav o rs the 
dev elo pment o f the fungus and largely 
determines 
the 
amo unt 
o f 
injury . 
Warm, dry weather tends to check the 
gro wth o f the fungus and under such 
co nditio ns the injury is slight. 
The disease can readily he 
co n­ 
tro lled by a tho ro ugh applicatio n o f 
co ncentrated lime-sulphur befo re the 
buds o pen in the spring. 
Bo rdeaux 
mix ture, applied early in the spring 
befo re the buds start, also will co ntro l 
leaf curl,

lay s 5 0 o r mo re white eggs o n leav es 
and apples. 
In two w eeks the apple wo rm, a 
flesh-co lo red wo rm abo ut o ne and o ne- 
half inches lo ng, dull black, due to

get life insurance. 
No company will take the risk.

the life insurance companies of Eng­ 
land are so game that the man car­ 
rying life insurance at the time he 
went to t lie front i- assured that his 
widow and family will receive his in­ 
surance money, 
no 
matter how he 
may be killed. 


All life insurance policies issued in 
j the 1 nited 
Kingdom 
have always 
borne a clause that the companies 
would not pay for the death caused 
by 
war. 
Nobody 
expected 
war; 
there tore, nobody 
objected 
to the 
clause. 
But when war began and the 
men of England marched off to the 
flout from their desks and their of- 
fices, the directors of life insurance

At fir>t, the policy holder was 
asked to pay a premium of $1G 
every $100.

Maine has an unusual number of 
lighthouses because of her irregular 
coast and she has to make special 
plans for the education of lighthouse 
children who are cut of reach of 
schools.
